SALEM, Mass., 
June 
26.—Nearly 
half of historic Salem is a 
smoking 
ruin today . 
Seven people are known 
to have perished. 
The city assessor’s 
office has estimated that t.he property 
damage will reach $10,000,000. 
The 
fire which caused the damage started 
late y esterday and was still 
raging 
this morning, but was confined to the 
two mile swath already 
devastated. 
The water pressure has been restor­ 
ed and firemen predicted that the fire 
would burn out unless a 
dangerous 
shift of the wind took 
place. 
Mar­ 
tial law, proclaimed last, is continued, 
with the Eighth Regiment of the state 
militia patrolling the district 
under 
orders to shoot all looters. 
Terrible confusion prevailed during 
the morning. 
Hundreds 
of families 
that had been separated were search­ 
ing for their 
relatives. 
Practically 
all of the manufacturing 
and better 
class residence districts are gone. 
Desperate Situation 
Salem, a oily of 43,000 
population, 
faces a terrible situation. 
Its great­ 
est factories that gave work to thou­ 
sands are gone. 
Its 
residents 
arc 
homeless. Much of this beautiful city 
that is known throughout the world 
by its historic 
associations 
dating 
hack to the very starting of the na­ 
tion is in ruins. 
Starting at 2 o’clock as the result of 
an ex plosion in the 
Kern 
Leather 
Company plant, the ilaines spread in 
every direction, defy ing all efforts of 
the firemen. 
Block after block was 
dy namited, 
but the fire, checked in one direction, 
was driven by shifting winds into the 
new paths of destruction. 
At the start the water pressure was 
low and when the light became des­ 
perate a great water main near Bev­ 
erly bridge broke, leaving the firemen 
virtually helpless.

fairs by Carranza 
in 
the prelim­ 
inary statement of the member­ 
ship of the new Constitutionalist 
cabinet. 
Here is Cabrera’s statement of 
the aims of the Constitutionalists, 
and it is presumed it has the sanc­ 
tion of Carranza and the chiefs of 
the party : 
“It. has been widely stated that 
the Carranza movement has only 
the purpose of avenging the death 
of Madero and reinstating the of­ 
fice holders appointed by him. The 
purposes of the Constitutionalists 
are higher and 
better 
defined 
than were the motives of the 1010 
movement. 
The Constitutionalists 
propose the establishment 
of 
a 
constitutional government in Mex ­ 
ico, but as they realize the unfit­ 
ness of the Mex ican 
constitution 
and other laws, they intend to re­ 
form them in order to have a sy s­ 
tem fitted to the country . 
“There is no doubt that peace 
in Mex ico cannot be established 
unless a complete 
change 
takes 
place in the government’s person­ 
nel and in the sy stem and laws. 
This is the reason that the 
Con­ 
stitutionalists appear too radical 
to those who would like to find a 
way of pacify ing Mex ico at once. 
"The Constitutionalists mean to 
begin immediately such economic 
reforms and especially such ag­ 
rarian reforms as are necessary to 
offer to the lower classes an op­ 
portunity of improving their con­ 
ditions: 
Division of large estates, 
equalization of tax ation, 
and 
in 
places where it would be neces­ 
sary , tlie re-establishment of the 
‘egidos’ or communal 
land 
sy s­ 
tem.”

strangers who will visit here 
during 
ex position y ear. 
Every person living 
in Santa Ana should do* his or her 
share toward helping to beautify the 
city .” 
Here is the Christian Science edi­ 
torial: 
"Those who travel between the two 
ex position cities of California in 19 15 
—San Francisco and San Diego—will 
find pressing and unique 
inducement 
for stopping off at Santa Ana, a charm­ 
ing little city of 15,000 inhabitants. It 
is on two of the great transcontinental 
lines and is approachable 
by 
good 
motor roads from till directions. Santa 
Ana was wise in tlie beginning by al­ 
lowing for parkway space along the 
frontage of its lots.

of 
ground or 
green 
have « contributed 
toward the 
beautification 
of 
many 
communities that 
otherwise 
would 
have been commonplace. 
In 
Santa 
Ana they are to be utilized for the pur­ 
pose of planting brilliant red gerani­ 
ums, iu lines forming fringes for the 
roadway and sidewalks along its prin­ 
cipal 
thoroughfares 
and 
residence 
streets. 
The president of 
the 
local 
Chamber of Commerce very generous­ 
ly granted the use 
of 
liis 
private 
grounds for the necessary nurseries. 
The women of the park commission 
gave indorsement to the plan and the 
gardner lias now 35,000 plants that 
will soon be ready for free distribu­ 
tion. 
“The California geranium—the ger­ 
anium with the brilliant red blossoms 
—is somewhat different from the ger­ 
anium familiar to the rest of the coun­ 
try . 
It grows profusely in that sec­ 
tion, often attaining a height of from 
¡riteori to twenty feet, and is a perpet­ 
ual bloomer. 
It is so familiar to the 
residents as to be classed with the 
common, and we are told that when 
the idea of using it for decorative pur­ 
poses was first proposed it met with 
opposition from the older settlers. But 
the counsels 
of 
its 
advocates pre­ 
vailed—they wisely foresaw that 
no 
matter how familiar or common the 
red geranium might appear 
to 
the 
home falk, if treated in the manner in­ 
dicated it would prove a novelty to 
strangers.
